PROTECTING AMERICAN DYERS. 
The United States import tariff having 
been framed Jargely with a view to the 
protection of domestic industries, it is 
not surprising that so important a 
branch as the textile manufacturing in- 
terests should have been prominently 
represented among its framers, or that 
their industry should have received fair 
consideration in all of the tariff acts. 
Of the many inconsistent provisions of 
our tariff Jaws, there are perhaps fewer 
in the sections which relate to textiles 
than in those bearing upon any other 
class of domestic products. Yet expe- 
rience has shown that a careful revision 
uf the tariff might result in a number 
of changes which would make the pro- 





tection of some departments of 
our textile manufactures much more 
complete than it now is. It 


is possible that these changes might 
not be favorably regarded by some of 
the minor interests which they would 
affect, but it seems to be a fair principle 
that the industries which contribute 
most tothe material prosperity of the 
whole country should receive the full- 
est measure of protection from the 
Government. We have hitherto point- 
ed out the onerous burden which the 
excessive duty upon imported bichrom- 
ate of potash imposes upon calico print- 
ers and dyers. The duty upon aniline 
colors is even more burdensome. Most 
of the dyeing materials used are on the 
free list, a provision of the tariff laws 
the obvious intent of which was 
to encourage as far as possible the 
domestic dyers and printers of textiles. 
When the tariff was framed, and up to 
the time when it was last subjected to 
any material revision, the consumption 
of anilines was less than at the present 
time. The degree of perfection which 
has been attained in the manufacture 
of these colors, and the greater variety 
in which they are produced, has brought 
them more prominently into competition 
with the natural dyes each year, until 
the curtailed consumption of the latter 
is apparent to every one in the trade. 
The use of these dyes has become al- 
most a necessity, and it becomes a mat- 
ter of consequence that the American 
consumers of these dyestuffs should be 
placed so far as possible upon an equali- 
ty with their foreign competitors, At 
present they are very far from such 
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equality. The duty upon aniline colors 
is 50 cents per pound and 35 per cent 
ad valorem.

TRADE ITEMS. 

It appears to be pretty well established 
that Mr. Ford, late of the New Albany 
Plate Glass Works, has purchased a large 
body of land near Pittsburgh, with the ob- 
ject of erecting a plate glass works thereon. 
It is understood that some Pittsburgh cap- 
italists are also interested in the enterprise. 


The production of crude petroleum is 
appar-ntly not so bad a business even at 
present prices as most people had sup- 
posed. The Columbia Oil Company, large 
producers in the Pennsylvania regions, re- 
cently held its nineteenth annual meeting, 
and its statements are indicative of pros- 
perity. The capital stock of the company 
is $500,000, and its resources at the close of 
the year were $896,042.51; the net profits 
for the year were $383,140.76; the daily av- 
erage production of this company during 
the year was 458 barrels; the average cost 
of production was 52 44-100 cents, and the 
average price realized from its sale was 
96 44-100 cents; during the eighteen years 
of its existence the company has paid 55 
dividends, amounting in all to $3,995, 100, 








THE SHELLAC VARNISH CASE. 


Following is the decision of the 
Treasury Department in reference to 
the Canadian Shellac Varnish recently 
seized by the government for under- 


valuation: 

“Decision 4549, of May,27, 1880, treated of the 
rate of duty due upona mixture of alcohol and 
shellac, and commonly called “alcohol shellac,” 
or “shellac varnish,” the quantity of shellac to 
the gallon of alcohol varying in different im- 
portations. 

The opinion was expressed in that decision, 
and in decision 3484, that the provision for var- 
nish was applicable to importations of merchan- 
dise commercially known under that name, even 
though distilled spirits might be a component of 
chief value, and notwithstanding the provision 
in Schedule “D” that all compounds or prepara- 
tions of which distilled spirits is a component of 
chief value, shall pay no less rate of duty than 
that imposed on distilled spirits. Advantage has 
been taken of this rule to ship to Canada Ameri- 
can alcohol in bond, and there mix it with a 
quantity of shellac, and it has been then re-im- 
ported into the United States upon payment of a 
duty of 50 cents per gallon and 20 rer cent. ad 
valorem, while the minimum duty imposed upon 
distilled spirits is $2 per proof-gallon, and the 
internal-revenue tax is 90 cents per proof-gallon. 
The question has thus assumed an importance 
which, at its first consideration, it did not pre- 
sent, und the Department has therefore decided 
to eeview the whole question.

The Story of a Great Monopoly. 

Mr. H. D. Lloyd, has contributed to 
the March number of the Atlantic 
Monthly, under the caption ‘*‘The Story 
of a Great Monopoly,” a history of the 
Standard Oil Co., which is at once the 
most complete and the fairest review of 
the iniquitous growth and despotic rule 
of that corporation which has ever been 
published. The writer has evidently 
familiarized himself with the facts ecn- 
cerning the Standard and its harlots, 
the railway managers. Introducing his 
subject with a brief but comprehensive 
review of the railroad rings and their 
responsibility for the great Jabor strikes 





of 1877, Mr. Lloyd drives his trenchant 


pen directly into the secret history of 
the ‘‘octopus.” He quotes from the 


address of the Pennsylvania Road em- 


ployes to its stockholders, who were re- 
minded that ‘‘many of the railroads’ 
men did not average wages of more 
than seventy-five cents a day, and that 
the influence of the road had been used 
to destroy the business of its best cus- 
tomers,the oil producers, for the purpose 
of building up individual interests.” 
‘What is the result? The traflic has al- 
most disappeared from the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, and in place of $7,000,000 
revenue this year, although shipments 
are in excess of last year, your road 
will receive scarcely half the amount. 
This alone would have enubled your 
company to pay us enough fora living.” 
We quote directly from Mr. Lloyd’s 
article, as follows: 

‘*Kerosene has become, by its cheap- 
ness, the people’s light the world over. 
Io the United States we used 220,000,- 
000 gallons of petroleum last year. It 
has come into such demand abroad that 
our exports of it increased from 79,458,- 
888 gallons in 1868, to 417,648,544 in 
1879. It goes all over Europe, and to 
the far East. The Oriental demand for 
it is increasing fister than any other. 
China aid tie Est Indies took over 
10,000,000 gallons in 1877, and nearly 
25,000,000 gallons in 1878. After ar-

see, where the yield is unimportant. 
The bulk of the oil comes from two 
counties, Cattaraugus in New York, and 
McKean in Pennsylvania. There are a 
few places elsewhere that produce rock 
oil, such as the shales of England, 
Wales, and Scotland, but the oil is so 
poor that American kerosene, after being 
carried thousands of miles, can under- 
sell it. Very few of the forty millions 
of the people in the United States who 
burn kerosene know thatits production, 
manufacture, and export, its price at 
home and abroad, have been controlled 
for years by a single corporation,—the 
Standard Oil Company. This company 
began in a partnership, in the early 
years of the civil war, between Samuel 
Andrews and John’ Rockefeller in 
Cleveland. Rockefeller had been 
a bookkeeper in some interior town 
in Ohio, and had afterwards made 
a few thousand dollars by keeping a 
flour store in Cleveland. Andrews had 
been a day laborer in refineries, and so 
poor that his wife took in sewing. He 
found a way of refining by which more 
kerosene could be got ont of a barrel of 
petroleum than by avy other method, 
and set up for himself a ten-barrel still 
in Cleveland, by which he cleared $500 
in six months. Andrews’ still and 
Rockefeller’s savings have grown into 
the Standard Oil Company. It hasa 
capital, nominally $3,500,000, but really 
much more, on which it divides among 
its stockholders every year millions of 
dollars of profits. It has refineries at 
Cleveland, Baltimore, and New York. 
Its own acid works, glue factories, hard- 
ware stores, and barrel shops supply it 
with all the accessories it needs in its 
business. It has bough! land at Indian 
apolis on which to eree} the largest 
barrel factory in the country. It has 
drawn its check for 31,000,000 to sup- 
press a rival. It buys 30,000 to 40,000 
barrels of ezude oiladay, ata price 
fixed by itself, and makes special con- 
tracts with the railroads for the trans- 
portation of 13,000,000 to 14,000,000 
barrels of oil a year. ‘The four quarters 
of the globe are partitioned among the 
members of the Standard combinations, 
One has the control of the China trade; 
another that of some country of Europe; 
another that of the United States. In 
New York, you cannot buy oil for East 
Indian export from the house that has 
been given the European trade; recipro- 
cally, the East Indian house is not al- 
lowed to sell forexport to Europe. The 
Standard produces only one fiftieth or

Their officers re 
fused to testify before the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania, the late New 
York Railroad Investigating Committee 
and a committee of Congress, The 
New York Committee found there was 
nothing to be learned from them, and 
wes compelled to confess its inability to 
ascertain as much as it desired to know 
‘of this mysterious organization, whose 
business and transactions are of such a 
character tbat its members declined 
giving a history or description, lest 
their testimony be used to convict them 
of crime.’ 

‘Their great business capacity would have 
insured the managers of the Standard suc- 
cess, but the means by which they achieved 
monopoly was by conspiracy with the rail- 
roads. Mr. Simon Sterne, counsel for the 
merchants of New York in the New York 
investigation, declared that the relations 
of the railroads to the Standard exhibited 
‘the most shameless perversion of the 
duties of a common carrier to private ends 
that has taken place in the history of the 
world.’ The Standard killed its rivals, in 
brief, by getting the great trunk lines to 
refuse to give them transportation. Com- 
modore Vanderbilt is reported to have said 
that there was but one man—-Rockefeller 
—who could dictate to him. Whether or 
not Vanderbilt said it, Rockefeller did it. 
The Standard has done everything with 
the Pennsylvania legislature, except re- 
fine it. In 1876 its organization was 
brought before Congress, and referred toa 
committee, A prominent member of the 
Standard, not a member of Congress, con- 
ducted the farce of inquiry from behind 
the seat of the chairman, Another 
member of the company, who was a 
member of Congress, came with the 
fiuancial officer of the company before the 
committee, and sustained him in his refu- 
sal to testify about the organization, its 
members, or its relations with the rail- 
roads. ‘The committee never reported. 
The tacts they suppressed must be hunted 
out through newspaper articles, memurials 
from the oil producers and refiners, records 
of lawsuits, reports of chambers of com- 
merce, and of legislative investigating com- 
mittees, and other miscellaneous sources 
of information, 

“The contract isin print by which the 
Pennsylvania Railroad agreed with the 
Standard, under the name of the South 
Improvement Company, to double the 
freights on oil to everybody, but to repay 
tke Standard one dollar for every barrel of 
oil it shipped, and one dollar for every 
barrel any of its competitors shipped. 
This contract was produced in Congress, 
and was stigmatized by Representative 
Conger as ‘the most damnable and start- 
ling evidence yet produced of the possi- 
bility of railroad monopoly.’ Ostensibly 
this contract was given up, in deference to 
the whirlwind of indignation it excited.

Industrial Applicaticns of Borax. 

This substance, which finds so many ap- 
plications in the usefal arts, is a borate of 
sodium, containing in its anhydrous state 
anhydrous boracic acid 60.31 per cent., and 
soda 30.69 per cent. It is found in nature 
in various quarters of the earth, saturating 
the waters of certain lakes or lagoons, from 
which it may readily obtained by collect- 
ing the masses of crystals as they form by 
evaporation, or, as is generally the case, 
by the artificial evaporation of the saline 
water by heat. In this manner borax oc- 
curs in certain mountain lakes of India, 
China, and Persia, and in Ceylon. In 
Great Thibet there cccurs a famous deposit 
in Lake 'T'eshoo-Loomboo, which until re- 
cently supplied the world with great 
quantities of this substance, which found 
its way into commerce under the name of 
tincal. Here it was obtained by simple 
evaporation, the subsequent purification 
or refining of the crude material having for 
years been almost exclusively accomplish- 
ed in Venice and later in Hollard. 

About the year 1818 the manufacture of 
borax from Loracic acid was introduced in 
France, and has since that time been 
largely carried on, Two kinds of borax 
are produced, which differ in the amount 
of water of crystallisation which they con- 
tain, They are distinguished as prismatic 
borax, containing 47 per cent of water, and 
corresponding to the borax as it occurs in 
nature; and the octahedral, containing but 
30°05 per cent of water. One mode of man- 
ufacture consists of adding boracic acid 
(obtained from the lagunes of Tuscany) in 
successive quantities of 8 lbs to 10 lbs ata 
time, toa boiling solution of sodium car- 
bonate, contained in a large lead-lined ves- 
sel, and heated with live steam. The bo- 
racic acid displaces the carbonic acid, 
which is allowed to escape through an 
opening in the top of the vessel. The re- 
lative quantities of material employed in 
an operation are calculated so as to just 
suffice for complete saturation and replace- 
ment; generally about 26 cwt of sodium 
carbonate is dissolved in about 250 gallons 
of water, and requires about 24 ewt. of bo- 
racic acid for its complete saturation, Af- 
ter this has taken place, the liquid is al- 
lowed to stand until all insoluble impuri- 
ties have settled, and the clear supernatant 
portion is drawn off into crystallizing vats. 
The product, obtained is recrystallized, 
where greater purity is required, and the 
mother liquid is returned to the soda vat

VOLUMETRIC DETERMINATION OF QUININE SUL-

The author meas- 
with a pipette 10 « « of 
saturated solution of quinine 
into a test-tube and titrates as 
follows : 5 c.c. of ammonia are run at once 
into the quinine, the tube is closed with 
the finger, and inverted two or three times 
without shaking. The greater part of the 
quinine is precipitated and re-dissolved, 
but the liquid remains turbid. The am- 
monia is then run in, drop by drop, three- 
tenths, two-tenths, one-tenth, of a c.c¢,, 
until after two inversions the liquid re- 
mains clear.

Tests with Steamed Oil. 

The exact degree of expansion and con- 
traction of crude petroleum under varia- 
tions of temperature is a question of 
considerable importance to producers and 
to the pipe line people. It is evident that 
unless some standard of temperature were 
adopted at which to gauge oil, the differ- 
ences in volume occasioned by variations 
taken advantage

ested. In order to determine exactly what 
allowance should be made for variations of 
temperature, the Tidewater Pipe Line, 
limited, recently undertook a series of in- 
teresting experiments with steamed and 
unsteamed oil. The results of its test are 
given in the annexed table, which is con- 
densed from the original statement made 
by Mr. B. F. Warren, who ccnducted the 
tests. We have omitted the details, 
simply giving the results which indicate 
the various temperature with the rate of 
increase in the volume of the oil for each 
degree of temperature, 




























Upon the result of these tests the Tide- 
water authorities have determined to regu 
late its cuts for oil taken intothe line above 
a certain degree of temperature, the stand- 
ard to vary with the mean temperature each 
day. The cut finally decided upon being 
eighty-five one hundredths of one per cent. 
The tests do not indicate that the quality 
of the oil is affected by steaming. Except 
in two cases the gravity was not sensibly 
changed. In one case the gravity was in- 
creased from 43 to 40; in the other decreased 
from 40 to 42-5 Baume. The variation 
between the apparant increase and decrease 
is due to the fact that all oil at tempera- 
tures below 40° Fahrenheit ¢ontains varying 
proportions of water when it comes from 
the wells, and will not settle until the tem- 
perature is raised. There is also a portion 
of the oil destroyed by the action of steam, 
forming so-called B. 8.

Test for the Purity of Salicylic Acid 

Dr. F. Von Heyden recommends the fol- 
lowing test for the purity of salicylic acid: 
Dissolve 3 to 5 grams of the acid in a test 
tube in the smallest possible quantity of 
absolute alcohol, and pour the solution on 
a watch glass placed over some white sur 
face. Mechanical impurities will at once 
be found in the centre of the glass, and the 
microscope will easily show the nature of 
such impurities; then evaporate the alcohol 
in an atmosphere which is as free as_possi- 
ble from dust and iron, and the salicylic 
acid will crystallize out in fine efflorescen-

The’ charters have been somewhat 
lighter than last week. Case oil has not sold toa 
very large extent but is quoted the same as last 
week.

About fifteen years ago, Mr. Geo. T. 
Lewis, of Philadelphia, was led by the fact 
that in certain zinc smelting works a per- 
centage of lead which existed in the zinc 
ores was brought down with the zinc oxide 
ia the condensed fumes to conclude that 
the manufacture of white lead by a similar 
process to that employed in making zinc 
oxide was practicable. Soon afterward he 
recognized in the escaping fumes from a 
lead smelting works the very prodact for 
which he was seekiny. In 1869 he took out 
his first patent for ‘‘an improved process 
for the menufacture of white lead,” and 
since that date he has received a score or 
more of patents relating to further im- 
provements, until he hus reduced the p,»- 
cess to a state of mechanical perfection 
which yields a product enormous in ex- 
tent and of acknowledged excellence of 
quality. Mr. Lewis being a member of the 
largest lead corroding firm in the United 
States, has removed by _ his _per- 
sonal connection with the sublimated 
pigment much of the prejudice which nat- 
urally exists against any new product, and 
it has commanded more attention from the 
trade than its merits might otherwise have 
gained. ‘The first application of Mr. 
Lewis's patents, except in an experimental 


roded lead, but asa rule it is darker and 
has more of a creamy tinge. It has all the 
covering properties of the corroded lead, 
and is well adapted to the manufacture of 
mixed paints, or asa base for any of the 
colored paints. At present the price is but 
little above that of zinc, and is very much 
below corroded lead, with which it can 
hardly be said to enter into competition, 
at least as a white. The production of 
sublimated lead promises to be very much 
increased if the inventor sees fit 
to grant the applications for licenses which 
are made to him by lead smelting works. 
As operated at present the fumes from 
these furnaces are destructive of surround- 
ing vegetation, and in a recent case brought 
into the courts at Pittsburg, bave been 
shown to be poisonous tounimal life. The 
application of this lead condensing appa- 
ratus not only prevents the escape of the 
noxious elements contained in the smoke, 
and thus removes the objections which 
exist to the erection of lead works in prox- 
imity to towns, but it recovers and gives 
commercial value to a hitherto waste pro- 
duct. Ihe Lone Elm Co., at Joplin, are 
the only manufacturers of sublimated 
lead. Their extensive works were lately 
burned, but have been rebuilt in an abso- 
utely fire-proof manner. Their produc- 
tion is about 3000 tons per year, all of

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PAINT MARKET. 
TuEspAY EVENING, Feb. 22, 1881. 
The demand for paints and colors has been of 
a jobbing nature for the most part, but the trade 
doing is far in excess of that in progress at this 
time last year. The cause of the slacking off of 
the demand the past week is due in a measure to 
the fact that storms in the Northwest have 
blocked the channels of communication to such 
an extent that business there is almost entirely 
impossible. The home demand is very good for 
this time of the year, but buyers are not yet 
prepared to lay in large stocks, preferring to 
take such lots as their immediate wants necessi- 
tates. Prices have, within the past year, reached 
a very low level, and a very hopeful feeling as to 
the future exists. For some time past the un- 
settled condition of the white lead market has 
exerted a depressing influence on the paint 
market generally, and it was felt that until the 
future policy of the corroders was more defi- 
nitely settled, no‘improvement in the general mar- 
ket can be expected. The general impression seem- 
ed to be that an advance would no doubt prevail, 
but that view of the question, if it has not been 
totally abandoned, is at least set aside for the 
present, and it is now generally conceded that 
such a movement would be unwise in the present 
condition of affairs, the more far seeing strongly 
advocating the reduction of the discounts, and 
thus bringing the price up gradually. As it is 
now, the quotation given is merely nominal, as 
the discounts that are allowed for cash and va- 
rious other considerations bring the actual price 
away down below that which is quoted. The 
unsettled condition of the Paris green market 
noted in our last still prevails, but the prices then 
mentioned have since been found to be too low, 
as no sales, so far as we can learn, have been 
made below 16c. The position of colors in oil 
remains unaltered. There have been no further 
open reductions, but the market is still unset- 
tled. Whiting is firm, and some manufacturers 
have advanced their quotations 24%c per lb. The 
cause for this improvement is assigned to the 
bad weather, which, having checked manufac- 
ture by the “air-dried” process, has led to a short 
stock in some quarters, 


White Lead, Zincs, Etc. 

Pig lead is quiet, but prices are firmly main- 

tained in consequence of a scarcity of stock on 

the spot and che impossibility of bringing out 

fresh supplies. Only small sales are making at 

4%. Refined Is offering at 5'44@5'4c, but we do 
not hear of much doing. 

White lead is slow of sale. Buyers stand 

ready to make contracts on the basis of present 
prices, but there is an indisposition on the part 
of corroders to sell ahead beyond a month or 
two, and as a consequence there is little doing. 
The market is unsettled, owing to the habit of 
allowing discounts which since the dissolution of 
the Association has been a leading feature of the 
market. The nominal quotation for lead in oil is 
7i4c, but with the discount of 244 ¢ for cash, and 
the extra discount of 244 %, the price is brought 
down toa little over 714g. The disposition to ad- 
vance the quotation which was manifested a 
week or two since is not now shown, and the 
general inclination seems to be to raise prices by 
reducing the discounts. This in view of the 
present condition of trade bids fair to be a slow 
proceeding, but it is felt that the results in the 
end will be more beneficial than if the advance 
had been made on the long price. For dry lead 
there is not much demand, but it is reported that 
corroders are so far behind with their orders that 
they have nothing to offer, and in the present 
condition of the market are not prepared to 
enter into new contracts. The nominal quota- 
tion is 7c, but we hear that one Eastern corroder 
has made sales at 67c and has offered further 
lots at the same price. There have also been 
sales of out of town brands as low as 634¢, 
English BB lead is jobbing at 9c, but is firmly 
held at that price. 

American oxide of zinc is in good demand, and 
we hear of sales of 1500 bbls in lots at 41¢c for 
best and 4144@4\4c for second quality. The mar- 
ket appears to be firmer but prices are not quo- 
tably higher. Heretofore shadings on 444c were 
granted, but now we hear of no strictly pure of- 
fering below that price. Low grades can be 
bought down to 4c, but the stock that is obtaina- 
ble at that figure is poor in quality and color. 
For French zine the demand is very fair for this 
season of the year. The market is firm, prices 
being fully maintained.

BRIMSTONE. 


The market for brimstone opened dull 
for prompt delivery, and although there 
were numerous inquiries for future ship- 
ments, the prices bid by the would-be buy- 
ers were too low to meet the views of sel- 
lers, and nothing was done. The nominal 
quotations for spot lots were $28 50@29 for 
best seconds, and $27@27 50 for thirds. 
During the second week of January the 
market became easy under advices of a 
weaker feeling in Sicily, and prices dropped 
to $28 for seconds and $26 50@27 for thirds. 
There was no improvement in the demand 
durivg the remainder of the month, but a 
firmer feeling was developed, due to the 
increased cost of importation. At the be- 
ginning of February the quotations stood 
at $27 50@28 for best seconds, and $26 50 
@27 for thirds. Throughout the month 
the market remained in this position. 
Holders were firm in their pretensions, 
and as buyers would not increase their 
viows, very little waa done. March opened 
with more activity, but prices did not im- 
prove. Thirds were easier and sold at 
$25 50@26, but seconds were not obtain- 
able below $27 50@28. The demand con- 
tinued to improve, but as buyers and sel- 
lers were fur apart in their views, little was 
done. Thirds were offered at $25@25 50 
to arrive, but for spot lots $25 75(@26 was 
demanded. There were no seconds offer- 
ing to arrive, but for lots ex store $27 50@ 
28 was asked. A sharp decline occurred 
during the last week in March due to freer 
offerings and a lack of demand. Seconds 
were to be had at $26 50@27 and thirds at 
$25@25 50, but even these comparatively 
low figures did not tempt buyers and the 
market closed quiet. April openea with 
an easy market, and at the close of the first 
week prices had declined to $26@26 50 
for seconds and $25 for thirds, cither on the 
spot orto arrive. The demand was very 
moderate for spot lots, but there was a 
good deal of inquiry for futures and some 
large sales were made at the revised quote- 
tions, Thirds declined to $24 50(@24 75 
during the second week of this month, but 
seconds remained steady at $26@26 50. 
The demand was stimulated by the lower 
prices, but there was less desire to take 
shipments. Buyers evidently expecting 
further concessions on the part of sellers 
became indiflerent,and during the last two 
weeks of April very little business trans- 
spired. Thirds were advanced just before 
the close to $25 owing to reduced stocks, 
but seconds remained rather easy at $26@ 
26650. The market was dull and un 
changed at the beginning of May, and dur- 
ing the second week the advance in 
thirds was lost, sales being made at $24@ 
2450. Seconds were also reduced, being 
offered at $25 50@26. There was no im- 
provement in the demand and the market 
became easier, sales of thirds being made 
down to $23 50. Up to the close of the 
month there were no interesting features. 
Buyers were indifferent and would not 
make purchases except at a price sellers 
were unwilling to accept, and the month 
closed with the market nominally un- 
changed. The month of June opened 
without any improvement, and before the 
close of the first week the market had be-

This 
agrees with Stahlschmidt and Kopfer. Free 
water is quite unnecessary in order to start 
the reaction; on the ccntrary, even in the 
presence of a large excess of CaO, Ca 
(OH)2 absorbs a large quantity of dry 
chlorine, much more even than if the CaO 
present had to be considered as useless 
ballast. This is probably caused by the 
liberation of water in the reaction:—CaQOv- 
H2-+-Cl?—Ca0Cl?-+-H20; even if the bleach- 
ing compound itself should be a hydrate, 
which is not certain, the assumption is not 
excluded that it might be deprived of its 
water of hydration by the stronger aflinity 
for it of calcium oxide.

poisons or liquors sold or dispensed by 
him are to be used fora legitimate pur- 
pose. While the attainment of the full 
measure of this responsibility from all who 
are registered, cannot be immediately ex- 
pected, owing to the necessities of the law, 
qualifying the right of registration by all 
owners of drug stores at the passage of the 
act; it may reasonably be expected that those 
who thus became ‘Registered Pharma- 
cists,” without the necessary experience, 
will hesitate to assume these new responsi- 
bilities until they become sufficiently in- 
formed to fill the law’s requirements. 

He also compared the Iowa pharmacy 
law very favorably with those of other 
States, and said that it bad served asa 
model for the proposed laws of many of the 
pioneer States of the Union. Speaking of 
the efforts that had been made for the re- 
peal of the ‘‘stamp act,” he stated that the 
prospects of the successful passage of the 
bill were very flattering.

PHARMACEUTICAL ITEMS 


Chloral Hydrate. 


Leibreich, who discovered the soporific 
qualities of chloral, assumed that in the 
klood vessels it was changed by the alkalies 
into chloroform, This has usually been 
accepted as the chemical explanation of its 


physiological action, but this theory has 
now been controverted by Tanret. He has 
shown that if a solution of chloral hydrate 
is mixed with an alkaline solution of per- 
manganate of potassium, the liquid is de- 
colorized, and manganic oxide is precipi- 
tated. If the quantity employed be con- 
siderable, and the temperature kept from 
rising above 104 deg Fah., the reaction is 
slow, and the filtered liquid will be found 
to contain chioride, carbonate and formate 
of potassium. The gas evolved is carbonic 
oxide. Similar reaction can be effected in 
very dilute solutions, and takes place even 
with borax. It is therefore suggested by 
Mr. Tanret that chloral hydrate is decom- 
posed in the blood conformably to his ex- 
periments, but that the carbonic oxide which 
is set free displaces oxygen, and effects are 
produced analogous to those observed in 
cases of poisoning by this gas.—Drug. Cir. 
Emplastrum Oxycroceum. 

According to a contemporary, the plaster 
knuwn by the brief and euphonic name of 
emplastrum oxycroceum, is officinal in the 
German Pharmacopoeia and is not unfre- 
quently called for here. ‘The formula 18 
as follows:

PurE SULPHATE OF Tron,—In answering 
a query upon this subject, the Drug. Cir. 
says: Pure sulphate of iron cannot be con 
veniently prepared from commercial green 
copperas, as the crude article is often con- 
taminated with the sulphates of copper, 
zinc, manganese, alumina, magnesia, and 
lime, which, with the exception of the 
first, are removed with difficulty. It is 
easier to make the salt by direct solution 
of metallic iron in dilute sulphuric acid,

A Point for Smokers.

Drute PuospHorrc Aow.—The slimy 
matters forming in dilute phosphoric aeid 
are due to confervoid growths, favored, no 
doubt, by the acid itself, for phosphoric 
acid and its compounds are powerful fer- 
tilizers. To prevent their formation the 
acid must be protected from dust and all 
germs floating in the atmosphere. To 
destroy those already existing, simple 
ebullition, followed by filtration, is likely 
to be all that is necessary.

It is hindered by caustic alkalies, alka- 
line carbonates, sodium acetate, ammo- 
nium acetate, borax, potassium icdide, 
sodium phosphate, oxalic, citric, tartaric, 
phosphoric, and arsenic acids, With car- 
bolic acid the reaction is not hindered by 
boracic acid, common salt, or potassium 
nitrate. It is hindered by acetic, oxalic, 
tartaric, citric, sulphuric, hydrochloric, 
nitric and phosphoric acids, sodium ace- 
tate, ammonium acetate, borax, sodium 
phosphate, glycerin, alcohol, amyl alcohol 
and ether. 


Phosphoric acid decolorizes both with 
salicylic and carbolic acids and with gal- 
lotannic and gallic acids as well. The 
officinal sodium phospbate, however, hin- 
ders the reaction with salicylic and car- 
bolic acids, but not with tannic and gallic 
acids, 

For a preliminary distinction between 
salicylic and carbolic acids the solution is 
to be treated in abundance with alcohol or 
glycerin, or with dilute acetic acid, and

MEnstruUM FOR Exuavstinc Lupvunin. 
—S. L. Coftin, of Chicego, bas experiment- 
ed fur the purpose of determining whether 
aromatic spiriteof ammonia had any advan- 
tages over alcohol as a menstruum for ex- 
hausting lupulin. Experiments were made 
by exhausting lupulin with both menstrua, 
by percolation and also by maceration. 
The preparations show no difference in 
the amount of dissolved matter, but the 
tinctures prepared by percolation remain 
at the end of four months clear, bright, 
and free from sediment, while those made 
by maceration give a deposit and become 
opaque. After a careful trial of their thera- 
peutic value by a physician, the conclusion 
reached was, that there is no perceptible 
difference in tha action of the two varieties 
of tinctures. ‘This shows that the aromatic 
spirit of ammonia possesses no advantage 
over alcohol for exhausting iupulin.

Prices have undergone no 
changes which call for special note, other than 
what is recorded in our detailed reports below.

There wasa 
transaction reported to have been made on Sat- 
urday of 30 cs for which $5 87% in bond was the 
figure paid, but this transaction was afterwards 
reported to have fallen through.

A certain large manufacturing 
firm of New York adopted the plan a year or two 
since, and tested it thoroughly. They claim that 
during the period of fourteen montes, in which 
the plan was in operation, their business de 
creased twenty per cent, and there was general 
dissatisfaction among their customers. They 
ultimately abandoned it, and:could not be induced 
to undertake it again. They claim that the plan 
is impracticable, for the reason that it is impos- 
sible to maintain the combination intact, as many 
houses will sign the certificate, entitling them to 
a rebate, and deliberately violate its terms by 
cutting prices; while others will refuse to come 
in altogether, using the fact as an advertisement. 
And these views are held by a number of manu- 
facturers. Those jobcers who will not enter the 
combination have no difficulty in obtaining goods 
through third parties, and they cannot therefore 
be shut out. The following extracts from a cir- 
cular issued by a certain large proprietary house 
of the West to their contemporaries in the East, 
will give quite fully the arguments offered by the 
opponents of the plan. Speaking of the action 
of the committee referred to. it says: 

“We maintain that the wholesale dealer has no 
interest whatever in your goods, except that 
which is created by the demand you make for 
them, and which reaches him only through the 
retail dealer. The wholesale dealer cannot ‘sub

Weare in favor of the sys- 
tem of free trade, and do not think it is in the 
province of any one to dictate to another what 
he must sell goods for, which are solely his own 
property. We contend that the rebate sys- 
tem, or anything appertaining thereto, — is 
entirely subversive of sound business 
principles, and it is in fact thoroughly 
unmercantile and  unbusiness-like in every 
respect. As proprietors we are opposed to it, 
and as wholesale proprietary medicine dealers we 
are most decidedly and emphatically against it in 
any form, shape or manner in which it can be 
presented. There is not, nor can there be, the 
faintest shadow of an argument to support a 
system xo completely inimical to your interests 
And we do not believe that your sound business 
sense will lead you into making a mistake as to 
the manner of conducting your business satisfac- 
torily to yourself. Please take notice that not 
one of the committee adopt the rebate plan in 
the sale of their own proprietory goods.” 

For reasons previously stated, the jobbers are 
nearly all in favor of the plan; but it is doubtful 
if it could be generally adopted with success, un- 
less the movement can be made more general 
than at present seems possible.

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How Aniline Colors are Made. 

The prominent position occupied by Mr. 
W. iH. Perkin, F. R. S., of London,among 
the chemists who have given attention to the 
development of the aniline colors, entitles 
anything that he may say concerning that 
industry to special attention. Mr. Perkin 
was among the first chemists who entered 
the inviting field of research from which 
not only these important dyestufts, but a 
number of other interesting and valuable 
products have been derived. To his efforts 
no less than to that of many of his noted 
German co-laborers, the great commercial 
results are to be credited. A correspond- 
ent of Bradstreets recently visited Mr. Per- 
kin at his works near London, and con- 
tributes a report of his interview with the 
distinguished chemist and of the observa- 
tions he made in connection with the prac- 
tical manufacture of the coal-tar colors, 
Tho first aniline color, the mauve, was dis- 
covered by Mr. Perkin, while searching for 
the synthesis of one of the natural alka- 
loids. This discovery was only the fore- 
runner of many others, and since then 
numerous fresh colors have been added to 
the list. The manufacture of the mauve is 
the most interesting—from an historical 
point of view—and is fairly characteristic. 
Coal tar, produced in the manufacture 
of illuminating gas by the destructive dis- 
tillation of coal, consists of a host of pro- 
ducts, from a fewof which the coal tar 
colors are derived. Many of these are de- 
rivatives of aniline, one of the organic 
bases present in coal tar. However, the 
separation of this base from the mass of 
products with which it is mixed is a very 
difficult operation, and, therefore the ani- 
line employed ins the manufacture of dyes 
is prepared from the more volatile coal tar 
product, benzol. This benzol is converted 
by the action of nitric acid into nitro ben- 
zol, and, by the action of nascent hydro- 
gen, this is transformed into the desired 
aniline. The aniline obtained contains 
toluidine, because the benzol of commerce 
is never pure,but always contains its higher 
homologue, toluol, in quantity. The com- 
mercial aniline is an oily liquid, of a pale 
sherry color; it dissolves easily in dilute 
acids, forming colorless solutions, which, 
on treatment with bichromate of potash, 
leaves a sooty black precipitate. This un-

| usually employed is the acetate of mauve- 
ine, a salt which may be obtained in fine 


large crystals having a green, metallic 
lustre. The affinity of mauveine for the 
most feeble of acids is so great that the dull 
color of its solution in alcohol quickly 
changes to purple under the influence 
of the carbonic acid in the air and 
breath, a carbonate of mauveine being 
formed. Up to 1868 the new coal tar color 
industry made considerable progress, and 
it received a fresh stimulus towards the 
end of 1869 by a discovery of Messrs. 
Graebe and Liebermann. These scientists 
found that the coloring matter of madder 
root, alizarine (which played so important 
apart in German agriculture), could be 
produced from a coal-tar product called 
anthracene. Mr. Perkin invented processes 
by which alizarine can be produced in 
quantity, and at a price which enables it to 
compete successfully with the natural dye. 
Let us describe the method: Pitch is dis- 
tilled in iron retorts, and the oily distillate, 
on being allowed to stand for some days,

The ground material is placed in 
boxes and hoisted to the top floor of the 
works, and introduced into large iron 
cylindrical vessels half filled with petro- 


The mass is heated by steam to nearly the 
boiling point of the petroleum, and the 
stirring continued for several hours, after 
which the product is run into cooling 
tanks. When cool, the contents of the 
tanks are run on to the filter, which eon- 


duct (‘‘chlorine oils”) searates out. A 
further quantity of dichloranthracene can 
be extracted from these ‘‘oils” by distilla- 
tion. The dichloracthracene is purifled 
with naphtba and dried on trays. It 
now contains about 85 per cent of pure 
dichloranthracene. The next process con- 
sists in converting the dichloranthracene 
into the sulpho acids of anthraquinone by 
treating it with corcentrated sulphuric 
acids. Large pots heated by fires to 140- 
160 degrees centigrade, are charged with 
350 pounds of sulphuric acid. The dichlo- 
ranthracene is added by shoveltulls at 
a time, until the whole charge, 70 pounds, 
has been putin, Large quantities of sul- 
phurous acid and hydrochloric acid are 
evolved during the operation. The tem- 
perature is raised to 260 degrees, and the 
completion of the process ascertained by 
taking outa sample with a glass rod, and 
diluting with water, when a clear solution 
devoid of fluorescence should be obtained 
if the operation is finished. The crude 
sulpho acids thus obtained are taken out 
and boiled, and slaked lime in a wet state 
is added until the product is neutralized. 
The mass is now filtered from the sulphate 
of lime found, which must be washed re- 
peatedly with hot water so as to separate 
ail the soluble lime salt of the sulpho acid. 
The solution of this salt is concentrated in 
iron pans, and sodic carbonate added s0 as 
to precipitate the lime as carbonate, which 
is insoluble, and give soda salts of the 
three sulphanthraquinonic acids. The 
last operation consists in the conversion of 
the product just described and called soda 
salt into coloring matter. This is effected 
by heating in pressure tubes with caustic 
alkali about 700 pounds of caustic soda, 
and 1300 pounds of a concentrated solution 
ot the soda salt are placed in tubes capable 
of being heated to 180 degrees, with suit- 
able valvex. When finished, the contents 
of the tubes are allowed to rush up into 
tanks, when a product of an intense purple 
color is obtained. In order to separate the 








































































sists of a perforated wooden floor covered 
with coarse canvas. The petroleum charged 
with impurities drains away into a recept- 
able underneath, leaving the tolerably pure 
anthracene behind. When thoroughly 
drained, the anthracene is removed toa 
tank in connection with an apparatus for 
blowing steam through the water and an- 
thracene which is putin the tanks. This 
is to volatilize any petroleum still con- 
tained in the anthracene. The dirty pe- 
troleum drained into the tank and the pe- 
troleum volatilized with steam is recovered 
by suitable apparatus. The anthracene is 
fused and mixed with Montreal potash and 
lime in the proportions of 100 parts ofwashed 
anthracene, 30 parts of potash, and 6 parts 
ground lime. This mixture is placed in 
iron retorts connected with trough-like re- 
ceivers for collecting the anthracene, The 
distillation of the anthracene then pro- 
ceeds, and is continued until every trace 
has come out. The distilled anthracene 
is very pure, and is generally in the form 
of very pale primrose yellow crystalline 
cakes. The black carbonaceous residue 
remaining in the retorts easily catches fire 
and continues to burn for a long time. 
The potash is recovered and used again, 
The next operation is to transform the an- 
thracene into dichloranthracene. For this 
purpose the anthracene is transferred to 
the ‘‘chlorine ovens” and spread on metal 
shelves. Themass is melted and a current 
of chlorine gas passed through, so as to 
saturate it. The anthracene gets dark in 
color, and fuses, volumes of hydrochloric 
gas are given off, and are conducted away 
by pipes to towers for condensing these 
fumes. After a time the fluid mass in the 
ovens begins to deposit crystals, and soon 
becomes a semi-solid compound. The 
ovens are now cleansed of gas by blowing, 
the current of chlorine shut off, and the 
crude dichloranthracene which covers the 
bottom of the ovenas acrystalline cake 
is loosened by a wooden tool and 
drawn out with a wooden hoe, 
When broken the dichloranthracane shows 
a mass of beautiful bright yellow in- 
terlaced needles. This product is broken 
up in tubs containing dilute caustic soda,

The Fs ential Oil in Hops, 

The essential oil in hops bas been dis- 
covered by Mr. Gehlen. It is easily 
obtained by distilling them with water, 
and is extracted by means of a current 
of vapor. This oil separates, after the 
distillation, in the form of an oleaginous 
liquid slightly tinged with yellow. A 
must composed of hops brought to a 
boiling point causes the essential oil to 
evaporate, and the quantity thus lost is 
proportionate to the time that the must 
is kept in a state of ebullition, The 
oil that does not evaporate gives to the 
beer what is called the “bouquet;” it is, 
therefore, important to avoid, as much 
as possible, a very great loss of this oil. 

Hops are also dried either in the air or 
in drying rooms heated to a mean tem- 
perature of 40 degrees centigrade and 
then treated with sulphuric acid. The last 
operation is fur bleaching the hops, but 
sulphuric acid reacts equally npon the 
composing organic oxotes and prevents 
their deccmposition. Now as these 
easily absorb the oxygen from the air, 
the oxidizing influence it bas upon the 
essential oil and the resins cause these 
latter to be in part ecparate 1, 

This curious property of sulphuric 
acid is takeu account of in England, 
and hops are there subjected to th» ac- 
tion of vapors produced by the com- 
bustion of sulphur before procecding to 
dry them. In operativg in this way 
it is recognized that it is easier to ob- 
tain a complete desiccation at a much 
lower temperature, and that the action 
of the acid is mora marked than in 
attempting to operate on hops already 
dried. We will here add that iv the 
case of concealing a defective desicca- 
tion, or in a mixture of other hops of 
an inferior quality, it is difficult to rec- 
ognize by the aspect of the hop itself, 
whether it has been subjected to the 
action of sulphuric acid. There is, be- 
sides this,a short way employed by 
German brewers for preserving hops 
without subjecting them to the action 
of sulphuric acid. The method em~ 
ployed is as follows; The hops are first 
sprinkled with asmall quantity of alco- 
hol, then made into bales by means of 
an hydraulic press. After some timo 
has elapsed an ether is formed into the 
composition of which the essential oil 
enters, causing itself to be recognized 
by a particular odor, reminding one of 
that of fruit essences. This disadvan- 
tage, according to the inventors, is not 
persistent, for the ether thus produced 
is volatilized as soon as it comes to the 
tewperature of the must.—Zranslated
